MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mr. William E. Hidden reports a number of in 
teresting minerals that may possibly prove to be 
f gem value, though as yet undeveloped, from 
Mason’s Branch, Macon County, N. C. Among 
ese are green spinnel, translucent and glassy;

GEM CUTTING IN THE UNITED STATES 
Within the last few years more attention than 
‘ver has been given to the quaint and fanciful cut 
ting of all precious stones, including the dia 
nond. Whereas 10 years ago scarcely any other 
rm than the “‘brilliant’’ and the “rose” in dia 
monds were used, of late there has been a great 
iemand for stones that are pear-shaped, marquise, 
rriolette, and for table-cut stones in all forms, 
triangular, circular and hexagonal, and for stones 
cut also in the double rose, or “‘rose-brilliant” 
form. <A modification of the latter, bearing 80 
facets, 40 above and 40 below, has been patented 
inder the name “twentieth century cutting.” 
This is not unlike the old-fashioned rose-brilliant, 
n which some fancy stones have also been cut for 
some years past, but omits the culet and table. 

rhe inventor claims that by eliminating the table 
nd the culet the brilliancy of the stone is greatly 
necreased. His patent is essentially on a shape 
formed of two cones, base to base, each cone 
made up of planes. Eight diamond-shaped planes 
1eet at each apex, taking the place of the table 
it the top and the culet at the bottom of the pres 
nt brilliant.

The rolled 
granis or little pebbles in the alluvium are clear 
and brilliant, but rarely large enough to be valu 
able, but few of the crystals have anything like 
such purity and elegance. This fact, which is gen 
eral and in no wise peculiar to Madagascar, Prof 
Lacroix points out as due to the fact that crys 
tals are apt to be fissured, and that thus, as well as 
by cleavage, they break up in the process of roll 
ing and attrition in stream beds. It is the purest

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Death Discloses Mystery in Identity of 
Robert Ingersoll. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 25.—The daily pa- 
pers of this State have printed accounts 
of the death a few days ago at New Con- 
cord, O., of a jeweler who went under the 
name of Robert Ingersoll, but that is be- 
lieved to have been an assumed name.

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CRAZE FOR GREEN 
REVIVES A JEWEL 





Valuable Chrysoprase Mines 


Discovered in California. 


O NE of the greatest sensations of the 
year among jewelers and precious 
stone dealers in the United States 
hes been caused by the discovery of val- 
uable chrysoprase mines in Tulare Coun- 
ty, California. This stone has been prac- 
tically lost to the wprid for centuries. 
The remarkable history of its rise and 
fall in popularity is an Old World légend. 
From occupying an honored place 
arnong the precious stones imbedded in 
the foundation of the wall around old 
Jerusalem, it came down during the past 
century to the humble function of form- 
ing a head for the hatpins of charwomen. 
Following its popularity in Egypt and 
Jerusalem it sank, for some reason or 
other, into oblivion, until the time of 
Frederick the Great, who himself mined 
it and encouraged search for it in Lower 
Siberia. The impetus given to the p¢pu- 
larity of the stone at that time was not 
long-lived, lasting Httle more than a 
century, and its use in costly articles of 
jewelry was soon almost unknown. Its 
sudden jump again this season at the 
jewelry bedecked world as a rival of the 
emerald has therefore caused a sensa- 
tion in the precious stone trade, and that 
it will become a rival of the emeraid in 
this green-mad season is undoubtedly 
true. 

The craze for green this year has cre- 
aied a demand for gJmost everything 
from jewelry to lead pencils in this 
shade, and this demand must be satis- 
fied. It is not on the clamor for green 
alone that this stone bases its merits, 
bul upon the quality of the gems found 
in California. The portion of territory 
over which this chrysoprase-leden rock 
extends is not large, but the quality of 
the stone found there is the finest known 
in the world to-day. 

Many beautiful specimens of the stone 
ere found in the antique jewelry of the 
Egyptians and the jewel-bedecked 
breastplates and crowns of old Jewish 
Kings, and some even were set in the 
old breastplates of the High Priest, but 
none of these could compare with the 
California stones. In fact, the specimens 
that aroused such admiration and popu- 
lerusalem’s palmy days were of 


lerity in. i 
a qua.ity far inferior to those now be- 
ing mined. Even the stones mined by 


Frederick the Great could not compare 
with the California specimens.

It combines effectively with 
gold and silver, and the high polish 
which the hardness of the stone makes 
poussible greatly enhances its beauty and

fect in a circlet of diamonds and pearls. 
Resides the apple green color there are 
other shades of green, varying sometimes 
almost to a blue. Specimens of chryso- 
prase are also found spotted with yel- 
low and brown, and when these are herd, 
admitting of a high polish, they are ex- 
tremely beautiful. The finest specimens 
ot chrysoprase are used in _ rings, 
breoches, and sleeve buttons, while less 
perfect ones are largely used in lorgnette 
cheins and sets of sterling silver novel- 
ties. Still poorer qualities are used for 
hatpins, purse decorations, and buttons. 

Strange as the fact may seem, while 
the stone has created a great impression 
in this country and is fitting so nicely 
into the general color scheme of green, 
it is also growing in popular favor 
abroad, being exported from here in large 
quentities to England, where the de- 
mand, particularly for the finer speci- 
mens, may almost be said to exceed the 
supply. One jewelry house on Maiden 
Lane last week shipped nearly $60,000 
worth of the stones to one London firm 
alone, and even at this rate the New 
Yecrk firm is unablé to satisfy the de- 
mands of its customers. Precious stone 
experts are prospecting California in the 
region of Tulare County in the hope 
of discovering new chrysoprase sections, 
but {t is doubtful if any very valuable 
mines can be found, as the region there 
hes already been searched thoroughly 
with little result. 

* * * The Old World chrysoprasc 
mines are nearly volayed out, and the 
specimens left the:e are practically un- 
fit for jewelry purposes. This, therefore, 
places the United States in the lead in 
the production of this precious stone. 


Ag the rival of the emerald, chryso- | 
prase promises at the same time both 
much and little. The one quality which 
it lacks to make it equal with the emer- 
ald is that of transparency and the re- 
flection of Nght. The tmerald is, in a 
meerfure, transparent, while chrysoprase 
usually is not. A few specitnens have 
been found, however, that are nearly as 
trensparent as the emerald. The speci- 
mens of this kind are extremely hard, 
ana take a high polish. The fine quali- 
tles, even of the ordinary stone, aroused 
the praise of Pliny in the old days, and 
he characterized it as a semi-precious 
stone that deserved to be one of the 
greatest. Streeter, in his book on pre- 
cious stones, gives a short account of its 
Itibic history. 

When the general public discovers the 
excellent qualities of chrysoprase, the 
great craze for green will have received

SUBJECT : 
‘How to Make Attractive and Profitable Store Window Displays.” 








HIS subject is certainly worthy of the 
earnest thought and careful consid- 
eration of every one engaged or employed 
in a retail jewelry store. It is an old 
business adage, “Goods well bought are 
half sold,” and I think the proper display 
of goods goes a long way towards the 
other half of the selling end. 

The jeweler’s window is too often deco- 
rated with the sole idea of putting some 
thing in it, not, as it should be, with the 
idea of having a handsome window, with 
all goods harmonizing, and leaving an im 
pression on the passerby that the jeweler 
is a man of good taste. 

The show window offers the best re- 
turns for the time and money expended, as 
it affords the dealer an opportunity of 
advertising his new and seasonable goods, 
not as so much per inch, but for so much 
time spent in carefully planning effects. In 
the window dressing is left 
who has nothing else to do, 
else is busy. The one 
who should dress the window is the one 
who has most taste for such work, and 
if planned and executed properly cannot 
fail to bring good results.

It is better to have one large window than 
two small because it allows more 
room for display and for greater 
cf display. We are also more apt to keep 
one window in spick and span shape, and

The window should be one large plate, 
and the lower edge of the glass must come 
low enough to allow displays to be easily 


seen. The floor of the window we will 
cover with a_ false bottom, which will 
bring it even with the top of the lower 
window sill. This false bottom we will 


cover with cotton cloth. We will have sev- 
eral different coverings to spread over this 
false bottom so as to give a changed and 
fresh appearance to the window. For one 
covering we will have black velvet, which 
always displays fine goods to the best ad 
vantage. This we will use when we dis 
play diamonds, watches, vest chains and 
the like.

Trial Case Measurement of Astigmatism. 





HERE are probably more failures in the 
accurate fitting of astigmatism than 
any of the other static defects of the eye. 
As a good part of the trial case and some 
of the most expensive optometric instru- 
ments are designed especially for reaching 
this defect, failure is due rather to technique 
than the lack of means. 

There are at least three trial case meth 
ods of measuring astigmatism, two skias 
copic methods and the prisoptimeter and 
ophthalmometer, and the ophthalmoscope 
Yet every one meets cases sup 
posed to have been fitted wearing cylinders 
who require none or having a higher or 
lower value than they ought to have or 
having a cylinder with a wrong axis. 
Whether due to carelessness or ignorance, 
the work itself seems to be inexcusable. 

By the above we do not have reference 
to those cases which, because of anisome 
tropia, will not accept a full correction for 
both eyes, nor to presbyopes with astigmat 
ism who are distressed by cylinders and re 
fuse to wear them even though the defect 
is in the eyes beyond any question, nor yet 
to those cases, usually with oblique chief 
meridians, in whom the first glasses worn 
have to be reduced to values below the de 
fect and later corrected in full. 

Every kind of a lens correction of the 
eyes seems to be divided into two sections, 
(1) the ascertainment to a mathematical 
nicety of the manifest error for each eye, 
and (2) making the correction as closely as 
possible to the finding.

TRIAL CASE METHODS. 

The three methods of the trial case are 
respectively (1) the stenopaic slit, (2) the 
clock face or chart list, and (3) the open 
type or visual test.

THE CLOCK FACE CHART. 


3y the clock faced chart the meridians in 
astigmatism are differentiated by the vary 
ing distinctness of the radiating lines. As 
the eye is at first uncovered all meridians 
are exposed at the same time. If there is 
astigmatism unless the eye accommodates 
cylindrically a power undoubtedly possessed 
by some eyes, at least for a limited amount, 
the lines vary in shade, some one line stand 
ing out more sharply than all the others. 

This shows that that meridian of the 
eye at right angles to the distinct or mosi 
distinct lines is most accurately focused at 
the retina. For instance, if the vertical 
lines are sharpest the horizontal meridian 
of the eye is most nearly focused upon the 
retina. This does not prove that the hori 
zontal meridian is “the meridian of least 
defect.” as some teachers of optics put it, 
nor yet that it is the meridian of greatest 
defect.

How to Construct an Apparatus for the 
Quick Adjustment of Clocks. 
(Continued from issue of Oct. 22.) 

INCE owing to the tooth play of the 
wheel work, the seconds hand has too 

much free motion, it is advisable to apply a 

brake device. This is provided by removing 

the fourth wheel by taking off the legs down 
to the inside rim, which is then turned 
down to a smooth disc, On 


@ (Fig. 2 





this disc the end of a short piece of a thin 
balance spring, e, is allowed to press light- 
ly. The same is attached by simply squeez- 
ing it in under the escape wheel cock, which 
is cut off one-half and screwed in again. 
This brake device prevents the free motion 
of the seconds hand and causes it to move 
on steadily and uniformly. 

The Transporting Joint.—This joint, 
shown in Fig. 3 in double its size, provides 
the direct connection between the center 
wheel of the work to be regulated and that 
of the counting work. The pin, z, fixed in 
the bow, b, for which pin a set hands arbor 
may be used, is inserted into the center 
pinion of the counting work, while the 
spring tongue, f, and the part, f’, are plac- 
ed on the piece of the center arbor pro- 
truding over the minute hand of the move- 
ment (see Fig. 1). The slide A presses the 
tongue together by being pushed towards ff". 
Since, through the arrangement of the 
frame, G (Fig. the arbors of the two 
center wheels may very well be adjusted in 
one line, the pin z and the chucks f* (Fig. 
3) might consist of one piece. But in order 
to avoid a tension of the parts and a con 
sequent unreliable action of the 
counter, it is more advantageous to insert 
a knee joint by the multilateral motion by 
which the above defect is circumvented.

The vertical rod A, about 12 cm. in length, 
is shortened in the illustration; it carries 
at its upper end the counting work.

It will be readily seen from the illus- 
tration how to construct the knee piece 
shown in Fig. 4. The two holes C and C‘, 


conforming in size to the diameter of the 
rods A and B, are drilled rectangularly to 
each other and in such a manner that one 
goes exactly through the other.

Clock Stopped by a Spider. 


UGENE BENSON, Easton, Md., re 
cently received for repair a clock 
which had been stopped by a spider. Upon 


removing the case Mr. Benson discovered 
that a large red spider had made its home 
in the clock works, having completely en 
twined the wheels with its web, one thread 
of which was almost sufficient to stop the 
clock. 

The spider was darting in and out among 
the wheels, seeming perfectly at home. His 
only entrance was through a small hole in 


the top of the clock under as alarm bell, 
through which the spider must have taken 
many flies and bugs, as there were about 
two dozen entrapped in the web.

Question No. 273—E€tching Gilded 
Articles.—/ would like to have directions 
for etching names on gilded spoon bowls. 
Can you tell me what acids are used and 
the exact proportions of each. If you have 
printed directions I will gladly buy them. 

JSS. 

ANSWER :—Gold is not attacked by any 
acid and therefore articles covered with a 
gold layer cannot be etched. They may, 
however, be etched before they are gilded 
and according to their fundamental metal 
sulphuric or nitric acid can be used. An- 
swer to Question No. 250 tells how to pro 
ceed in such a case. The answer especial- 
ly refers to the etching of copper, but the 
principles are the same. 

Question No, 274.—Pickling of Gold- 
ware.—/ am a watchmaker in a small towa 
and make jewelry repairings as well as 
watches and clocks. Would like to know 
a good method of pickling gold after solder- 
ing. a ay a 

ANSWER :—After annealing and soldering 
gold articles, especially those that contain 
copper, they become of a brownish or black- 
ish color, which is caused by oxide of cop- 
per. In order to remove this coating, the 
articles are pickled, and for this purpose 
diluted sulphuric or nitric acid is employed. 
If the articles be composed of an alloy of 
gold and copper, then either sulphuric or 
nitric acid may be used; gold is not at- 
tacked by either of these acids; copper on 
the contrary dissolves readily, and after 
boiling the articles in the acid, they will 
have a thin surface of pure gold. If the 
alloy be of gold and silver, then nitric 
acid should be used, and the articles should 
remain only a short time in it; the nitric 
acid dissolves a small quantity of the silver 
near the surface and thus gives the article 
a pure gold color. In treating gold alloys 
that contain silver and copper they can be 
subjected to such acid as will give the 
desired color. For instance, if sulphuric 
acid be used, then only copper will be dis- 
solved, and the articles will have the ap- 
pearance of being made of an alloy of gold 
and silver. If nitric acid be used, then sil- 
ver and copper will be dissolved, and the 
articles will be of a pure gold color. The 
pickling is done after a light annealing of 
the articles and when they are cooled off. 
This annealing is done in order to remove 
from the articles the fat and dirt which 
were left after the repairing. If they were 
soft soldered, no annealing can be resorted 
to, but a strong caustic lye is used instead; 
the articles are then rinsed in water and 
lastly put in the acid. The acids, as said 
before, are used in a very diluted state, 
generally one part of sulphuric or nitric 
acid and 40 parts of water. The articles 
are placed in a porcelain or stone ware 
dish and submerged in the dilution. They 
are removed from time to time to see if 
the desired color is obtained, after which 
they are rinsed in pure water and dried. 

Question No, 275.—To Clean Glass.

ANSWER :—Pour on a small quantity of 
nitric acid and rub with a plug of pure 
cotton wool. The silver 
removed, wash well with common water, 
and after that with distilled water.

QvuEsTION No. 276.—Imitation of Coral. 
—Will you kindly give me a receipt to 
make imitation coral, if you know of any? 

| 

ANSWER :—Such receipts are not discov- 
ered every day, and therefore that 
has stood a long and thorough test may 
probably be useful to you. It is as fol- 
lows: Reduce goat’s horns into a suitable 
powder. Put it in a clear lye made of lime 
and pearl ashes. Let it rest there for a 
fortnight. When reduced into a pulp, add 
cinnabar in powder, or dragon’s blood in 
tears, pulverized very fine, in the quantity 
you may judge necessary to give the matter 
you wish to color a fine and perfect coral 
hue. Next boil this composition till it 
becomes very thick; then take it off the 
fire and mould it again in any other sort 
of mould you like, to make figures and 
other designs of it. The artist who pub- 
lished this receipt in 1795 says: “This 
secret has been worth immense sums of 
money to him who discovered it. The 
Turks, to whom this sort of work was 
carried, paid magnificently for it. This 
branch of trade, however, was soon put 
to an end by the frauds which were prac- 
ticed with the merchants of Tunis and AI- 
giers, who used to buy those curiosities.

QUESTION No. 277.,—-To Imitate Tor- 
toise Shell.—How is tortoise shell imi- 
tated with horn? a of 


ANSWER :—Take one ounce of gold lith- 
arge and half an ounce of quicklime. Grind 
both ingredients together and mix to the 
consistency of pap, with a sufficient quantity 
of chamber lye. Put some of this on the 
horn, which three or four hours afterwards 


will be marked to resemble the tortoise 
shell, 
QueEsTIon No. 278.—Gold Alloys.— 


Sometimes, after I have made gold alloys, 
I discover that the gold is of a higher 
quality or fineness than I intended to make 
it; for instance, instead of a 12 karat alloy 
it would be 12 2/10 or 12 3/10. Can you 
explain this and tell me what is wrong? 
R. A. 
ANSWER:—In melting alloys containing 
metals readily acted upon by oxygen, it is 
necessary to exclude the air as much as 
possible to prevent the formation. of oxides. 
This is a matter of much importance, as 
the oxidation of a portion of the base metal 
in the alloy means the removal of a defi- 
nite quantity of that metal, with 
quent enrichment of the alloy. For exam- 
ple, the correct weight of gold, silver and 


conse- 
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copper required to make a quantity of 12 
karat alloy may be put into the pot, but if 
some of the copper is oxidized the result 
12.2 or 12.3 karat. This woul: 
evidently be a you if you 
the articles made from the alloy as being 
of 12 karat. To prevent such waste, some 
covering 13 necessary to exclude the air 
from the pot during the melting process 
Charcoal in fine or coarse powder is a very 
suitable material for this purpose, 
takes up oxygen very readily, and thus pre 
vents the gas from attacking the metal 
Only a quantity sufficient to cover the 
molten metal should be used, as too muzl 
charcoal prevents the successful pouring oft 
of the metal, and tends to produce imper- 
fect ingots. In melting processes it is some 
times necessary to add 
melting charge to remove. impurities from 
the materials under treatment. These com 
pounds are known under the general name 
of fluxes. The kind of flux to be used in 
a given case depends upon the nature of 
the impurities to be removed 

Question No. 279.—Cherry Red Cop- 
per.—/ am a reader of your valuable week 
ly, and I write you to see if you can inform 
me how to get the cherry red color on 
copper. W.C. W. 

ANSWER :—The browning and oxidizing 
of copper ware can be made in light or 
dark shades. The processes are nearly all 
the same, only the chemicals and prepara 
tions differ for each particular case. The 
chemicals mostly used are sal ammoniac, 
liver of sulphur and verdigris. A beautiful 
fireproof brown color is obtained as follows: 
Dissolve in one liter of water four kg 
(kilograms) of crystallized verdigris and 
four kg. Of pulverized sal ammoniac 
Cover the solution and let it stand for 
about. four hours; then add one and one 
half liters of water. The object to be treat 
ed must first be cleaned, either with acid 
or mechanically, and then heated over a 
coal fire. When it is evenly heated through 
out, it is immediately brushed with th 
above solution, using for that purpose a 
soft brush, then heated again and brushed

If a light brown shade is desired, this 
operation has to be repeated about 20 
times. A French process by which a 


beautiful pink may be obtained is the fol 
lowing: The objects are painted with a 
diluted solution of bisulphide of ammonium, 
using a soft brush. After the covering has 
been dried by moderate heating, the sul 
phur must be by brushing and 
then painted with a diluted solution of tri- 
sulphide of arsenic in spirits of sal ammo 
niac. This will produce a gold-like color, 
which, after being repeatedly painted with 
a solution of trisulphide of arsenic and 
bisulphide of ammonium, will change into 
a beautiful shade of brown. The solution 
of crystallized trisulphide of antimony in 
sulphide of ammonium or spirits of sal 
ammoniac, gives a red color, and by using 
it a fine pink as well as a dark red may be 
obtained. The receipts are not well known, 
for those who possess them generally keep 
them secret.

WHAT THE RAMBLER SAW AND HEARD AMONG THE 
DEALERS IN ART POTTERY, CUT GLASS, 
BRONZES, ETC. 





ROBABLY never 
UNIQUE AMERICAN before in one 
POTTERY. year have so many 
distinct advances and | 
additions in art pottery been made as dur- 
ing the past season. Some of the live pot- 
tery companies are producing pieces of a 
character that even the most optimistic 
lovers of keramic art did not dream of a 
year ago, and yet these same companies are 
assuring the public that they have just be- 
gun their innovations. No one knows ex- 
actly to what this great impetus in art 
pottery development is due, but all will 
agree that it is now apparent and bids fair 
to continue for a long time. Foremost 
among these keramic art manufacturers 
who are doing their share in this work is 
the J. B. Owens Pattery Co., Zanesville, O. 
It was not enough for this concern to pro- 
duce one of the sensations of the year with 
their Feroza faience, but they are also 
bringing out an entirely new ware that is 
expected to rival the success attained by 
this novelty. The new ware is called 
Corona, and is already winning the praises 
of connoisseurs and art dealers. It is a 
two-color pottery, one of the shades of 
which is used as a background and is like 
an antique violet bronze. The other color 
is a dark bronze shade and is worked on 
the piece in Art Nouveau figures, generally 
in the form of nymphs and naiads. The 
latter appear stealing out.of storm clouds, 
river brakes and leaning over fountains and 
huge sea shells. They stand out in bold 
relief against the violet green of the body 
of the piece and produce an extremely 
artistic effect. The ware itself has a rough 
finish and a soft tone

ware, and especially is this true in regard 
to pottery manufactured in these two coun- 
tries.

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Legends of Precious Stones. 


HE Indians called rock crystal an “un- 

ripe diamond,” and until the begin- 

ning of the 18th century India was thought 

to be the only land which produced that 
precious stone. 

It was not, therefore, until the discov- 
ery of India that the diamond was known 
to us. Yet as far back as 500 B. C. a 
“didactic history” of precious stones was 
written, and in Pliny’s time the supply 


| must have been plentiful, as he wrote: “We 


drink out of a mass of gems and our 
drinking vessels are formed of emeralds.” 
We are also told that Nero aided his weak 
sight by spectacles made of emeralds. 

But it is very difficult to determine 
whence all the gems came, as discoverers 
took care to leave no record. The nations 
who traded in them were afraid of their 
whereabouts being known and even the 
most ancient merchants would not disclose 


| any definite locale. All sorts of myths have 


| accordingly sprung up concerning the origin 


of gems. 
“Diamond” was the name given to a 


| youth who was turned into the hardest and 
| most brilliant of substance to preserve him 


from “the ill that flesh is heir to.” Ame- 
thyst was a beautiful nymph beloved by 
Bacchus, but saved from him by Diana, who 
changed Amethyst into a gem, whereupon 
3acchus turned the gem into wine color 
and endowed the wearer with the gift of 


| preservation from intoxication. 





The pearl was thought to be a dewdrop 
the shell had opened to receive. Amber was 
said to be honey melted by the sun, dropped 
into the sea and congealed. According to 
the Talmud, Noah had no light in the ark 
but that which came from precious stones. 
—Gentleman’s Magazine. 


Diamonds in Guiana. 





 aessh J. B. HARRISON, Government 
Geologist at Georgetown, states that 
diamonds have been found in three districts 
of British Guiana—in the north on the 


> 


upper waters of the Barima River, on the 
Barima River about Ianna, some 60 miles 
to the southeast, and in the Upper Mazar- 
uni basin, in a district which, so far as geo- 
logical indications go, may extend over the 
tract of country between the head waters 
of the Mazaruni and Peruni rivers, though 
up to now all discoveries have been made 
about the basin of the Putareng River. 

There is also the Omai district on the Po- 
taro, a tributary of the Essequibo River, 
which lies in a southerly direction from 
Georgetown. This wide diffusion of the 
gem shows that the chances of enlarging 
the area in which it may be mined are fa, 
orable, The diggings at present are confined 
to the Putareng and Potaro districts. There 
are a dozen companies either mining or 
prospecting in the first named district, and 
others are being formed.—Scientific Ameri- 
can.
